NAVAL OMNIBUS AND RESERVE 
BILLS PASS IN STORMY SESSION 





HE Naval Omnibus Bill (H.R. 2688) 
and the Naval Reserve Bill (H.R. 


9634) passed the House of Representatives 
on December 10, after a feverish debate in 
which the right of Rear Admiral Latimer, 
Judge Advocate General, of the Navy, to 
consult Representative Britten in the cloak- 
room of the House was questioned. It ap- 
peared that Mr, Britten invited Admiral 
Latimer to meet him in the cloakroom of 
the house and discuss some of the pro- 
visions of the Naval Reserve Bill. Some 
employee of the House saw the Admiral 
and reported his presence to Representative 
Connally of Texas, who was conducting a 
near fillibuster against the Omnibus Bill. 

Mr. Connally rose in his place and in 
a dramatic manner called attention of the 
House to what he declared was a danger- 
ous precedent in that an officer of the Navy 
was supposed to be on the floor of the 
Ilouse at that very moment. He was 
joined in his protest by Minority Leader 
Garret. A number of other members in- 
sisted that the House was being outraged. 

Mr. Britten promptly rose in the House 
and declared that he was responsible for 
Admiral Latimer’s presence in the cloak- 
room and declared that he had never been 
on the floor of the House. Mr. Connally 
declared that the rule included the cloak- 
room as well as the floor. He professed 
to be indignant at the attempt of the 
Navy to invade the floor of the House 
of Representatives. 

Mr. Britten stated that he was acquaint- 
ed with the rule but said that he had noted 
that it was not always being observed. 
He referred to the fact that on special occa- 
sions when the galleries are crowded that 
members of the House brought their chil- 
dren upon the floor frequently when they 
were of age. Ile also referred to the fact 
that former Postmaster General Burleson 
had been on the floor during the session 
working for legislation. 

The Speaker stated that he did not think 
that Mr. Britten had any intentions of vio- 


lating the rules, and that he would endeav- 
or to enforce them. 


OMNIBUS BILL ATTACHED 


While the Naval Reserve Bill was passed 
without debate or any objections the Om- 
nibus Bill had a stormy time. However, 
it was not amended in any respect, except- 
ing by the insertion of an amendment in 
Section 8 for the Marine Corps of a pro- 
viso similar to that in the Army and Navy 
Corps relative to the enlistment of minors. 

Representatives Connally, Blanton and 
Byrnes attacked the provisions of section 8 
which provide for selection and retirement 
for Marine Corps officers. These sections 
were defended ably by Chairman Butler, 
Mr. Britten of Illinois and Mr. Vinson of 
Georgia. The opposition rehashed the old 
argument about the retirement of officers at 
an age when they could still serve the Gov- 
ernment. Mr. Connolly directed his attack 
principally against the provision by which 
colonels who do not qualify for the eligible 
list for promotion to brigadier general 
should be retired. 


Chairman Butler and Mr. Vinson ex- 
plained that under the existing law if 
an officer did not qualify for promotion that 
he would be discharged from the Marine 
Corps. The provision, he said, was es- 
pecially designed for officers with war ser- 
vice who had come up from the ranks, 
and were not able to pass the examination 
either physically or mentally for promotion. 


Just before the passage of the Bill, a 
very severe attack was directed at section 
21, which was designed to give credit to 
Brig. Gen. Charles L. McCawley for ser- 
vice as chief clerk of the Commandant of 
the Marine Corps. Mr. Connally was es- 
pecially severe in the criticism of the Naval 
Affairs Committee for reporting this provi- 
sion, which, he said, was a case of favori- 
tism and for which there was no precedent, 
Chairman Butler took up the cause of Gen.

ALLEGED EXPLOSION ON 
NAVY BOAT PLAYS HAVOC 


A*, er explosion destroyed the water- 
taxi Lamoyne in San Pedro harbor 
December 8, causing the drowning of one 
enlisted man, the probable drowning of 
another, injury to 28 enlisted men and a 
missing list of 16, according to reports re- 
ceived at the Navy Department. 
The Lamoyne, it is said, was en route 
from the shore to the fleet when the fuel 


tank burst into flame. The sailors aboard

battled desperately with the flames 
made no headway. The water taxi sank 
while motor sailers from the fleet were 


rushing to take off those aboard. 

J. A. Keck, electrician’s mate 3c, is 
thought to be drowned and M. A. Moore, 
water tender le, reported drowned. The 
28 injured listed by the Naval authorities 
were saved by small boats from the fleet. 
The majority of the 16 men placed on the 
missing list are believed to have been res- 
cued by harbor craft.

ABANDON FORT SCREVEN 
AS ARTILLERY STATION 


HE War Department announced this 

week that Fort Screven, Georgia, has 
been discontinued as a station for Coast 
Artillery troops and as headquarters, Coast 
Defenses of Savannah, and the removal of 
all property which pertained to its former 
Coast Artillery activities was completed on 
November 24, 1924. 

In making this announcement no particu- 
lar reason was given by the War Depart- 
ment for the discontinuance of this post 
for Coast Artillery troops, except that it 
was no longer needed for this purpose. 

Fort Screven is 18 miles southeast of 
Savannah and is one of the oldest United 
States Army posts in that part of the 
country. Until further orders Fort Screven 
will be retained as a station for mobile 
troops. <A caretaking establishment, com- 
posed of troops of the 8th Infantry, is now 
at this post. 


PASS NAVY BUILDING BILL 


‘THE Senate approved the naval construc- 
tion bill authorizing a program ex- 
pected to cost $110,000,000 on December 11. 
The bill provides for construction of eight 
light cruisers, six gunboats to be used on 
the Yangtse River, in China, and the con- 
version of six battleships from coal to oil 
burners. 





DISCUSSES PROBLEMS 
FACING TREATY NAVY 


Secretary Wilbur Tells Need 
To Maintain Service 
At Set Ratio 


RELATES BUILDING POLICY 


EY IRY feature of the problem of main- 
taining the American Navy at Treaty 
strength, except the elevation of the guns, 
is discussed by Secretary of the Navy Wil- 
bur in a statement before the sub-commit- 
tee on Naval affairs of the House Appro- 
priations Committee. The statement is 
made in response to a letter from Chairman 
French of the sub-committee. Secretary 
Wilbur promises to take up the question 
of the elevation of the guns at a later date. 
Mr. French wrote a strong letter, under 
the date of November 20, asking the Secre- 
tary to state in detail the deficiency of the 
American Navy and what should be done 
to build up to Treaty strength. He asked 
the Secretary to state “in just what way 
we have retrogressed that has caused a 
change in the ratio established. I wish to 
have every conceivable and contributory 
factor brought out and made of record. And 
then I wish to follow this with an inquiry 
as to just what steps we must take to re- 
store to and maintain the Navy at Treaty 
ratio.” 
The Secretary opened his statement with 
a description of the difference between the 
American Navy construction policy and 
that of Great Britain and other nations. 
He said: 
CONSTRUCTION POLICIES 


“Each nation, however, has developed 
its own system of naval architecture de- 
vised by its own architects for the purpose 
of winning battles against other nations 
having the best possible ships designed by 
their naval architects. A constant fac- 
tor in all naval problems arises from the 
fact that the ship must float; that in order 
to float the weight of the ship and all its 
equipment must be exactly the same as the 
water displaced by the under-water body 
of the ship. 

“Tt follows that a comparison of ton- 
nage, while a fair measure of naval 
strength, is not an exact measure of the 
fighting strength of the fleet when in con- 
tact. 

“That the ships of a nation are more 
speedy or have a greater cruising range or 
greater gun-power or greater armor than 
those of another nation is no just cause 
of criticism; because with equal tonnage 
the naval experts must determine what in 
their judgment is the best disposition of 
weight for the purpose. of :that nation for 
which the ship is built.” « 

The Secretary contended strongly that 
the capital ship is still the basis of naval 
strength. In the progress of ‘naval war- 
fare, he argued, it will be necessary to 
modify capital ships to meet the improved 
implements of warfare, but contended very 
strongly that the capital ship will continue 
to maintain its place. In the course of 
his discussion on this point the Secretary 
said: 

“Inasmuch as the capital ship or floating 
fortress represents the real sea-power of 
a nation, various forms of attack have 
been devised with the idea of crippling 
these capital ships by less — units. 
Automobile torpedoes, mines and bombs 
dropped from airplanes are among the 
methods by which it is sought to destroy or 
cripple capital ships. The capital ship in

turn must be prepared to combat these 
methods of attack, 

“In this connection, a word should be 
said with regard to the Treaty ratio in 
battleships. The Treaty was formulated 
not only with the idea that the battleships 
retained by each power would make the 
ratio strength the Treaty ratio 5-5-3, but 
also that each power, in order to maintain 
that ratio, would keep these ships in fight- 
ing trim and modernize them in accordance 
with the Treaty. The addition of blisters 
and deck protection by one power without 
such additions by another upsets the 
Treaty ratio so far as it is based upon 
actual fighting ability of the ships. ; 

“The deterioration of the engines or boil- 
ers so that the speed of the ships was de- 
creased would also tend to destroy the 
fighting abilitv of these ships and of the 
fleet, and thus disturb the Treaty ratio. 
We have not yet availed ourselves of the 
opportunity to modernize our ships, per- 
mitted under the Treaty, and thereby pre- 
serve the ratio contemplated. 


DETERIORATED BOILERS 


“But the most serious loss of fighting 
ability of our Fleet arises from the fact 
that the boilers of six of our older battle- 
ships have, as anticipated, deteriorated 
from age by reason of the usual corrosion 
resulting from the normal use of such boil- 
ers. 

“It is because of this deterioration of 
boilers in our older ships that we reported 
our Treaty ratio had been reduced from 
5-5-3 to 5-4-3 in the communication sent to 
the House of Representatives on May 21, 
1924 (see House Doc. No, 177, hereto at- 
tached). . 

“The boilers of three of these ships have 
been repaired since that report and they 
are now capable of maintaining their po- 
sition in the Fleet for the time being, but 
it will be necessary to renew the boilers in 
order to permanently restore to the ships 
their normal speed.” 

Defending the policy of the Navy De- 
partment in demanding immediate moderni- 
zation of the Fleet, the Secretary said: 

“With reference to the modernization of 
the older battleships, it should be noted 
that the life of those ships under the Treaty 
is twenty years; that is to say, each power, 
at the end of twenty years, may replace the 
older ships with new battleships. If we 
could be assured that there is no possibil- 
ity of war until the time for replacement 
occurs it would be more economical to 
await that period and build new ships, but 
the very purpose of the Fleet is to insure 
against war, and if that assurance is to be 
maintained it must be done by the upkeep 
and maintenapce of the Fleet at its full 
strength all the time.” 


ASKS AUXILIARY DEVELOPMENT 


In arguing for the development of auxili- 
aries for battleships, the Secretary said: 

“A great preponderance of auxiliaries on 
either side might determine the result of 
the final engagement between the capital 
ships. 

“Under the limitation of armament agree- 
ment scout cruisers can have a weight of 
10,000 tons and use 8-inch guns. By in- 
creasing the initial velocity of the 8-inch 
shell the striking power can be and has 
been greatly increased.” 

In connection with the development of 
Oa Force, the Secretary of the Navy 
said: 

“The various problems involved in the 
creation and maintenance of an air force 
for these different roles have received care- 
ful and constant consideration of the De- 
partment. The problem of the develop- 
ment of this arm of the Service has been 
placed in a bureau organized for this pur- 
pose, co-ordinating with other bureaus and 
with the Army and referring its problems 
of strategy and logistics to the General 
Board of the Navy and some of its prob- 
lems to the Joint Board of the Army and 


Navy. Great progress has been made along 
these lines. 

“You suggest in your communication that 
we recognize that we are not upon the 
Treaty ratio with reference to aircraft. 
This is because our aireraft carriers are 
not completed. It is true we have not yet 
acquired the airplanes we deem necessary 
as adjuncts to the Fleet, but Congress has 
made ample appropriations in the past and 
we believe will make increasing appropria- 
tions in the future to fully develop this 
branch of the Service as rapidly as is 
consistent with the orderly development of 
new types of craft needed. 

“The Air Service is a very expensive 
method of offense and defense because of 
the short life and great expense of the air- 
plane. The life of an aircraft is estimated 
at two years as against twenty years for 
a battleship. 

“We are not behind in aircraft develop- 
ment or production. We do not yet have 
the aircraft needed to carry out our air- 
craft program for planes aboard ship and 
for planes for the aircraft carries. Fur- 
ther information will be accessible to Con- 
gress upon receipt of the report of the Gen- 
eral Board.”

President Coolidge Declares 
Stand On Municipal Or 


State Service 
GEN. BUTLER GETS YEAR 


S the result of the discussion of the re- 
quest for the extension of the leave 
of Brig. Gen. Smedley Butler, U.S.M.C., to 
serve as Director of Publie Safety of Phila- 
delphia, a general policy under which such 
leaves shall not be granted in the future 
has been announced by President Coolidge. 
Chairman Wadsworth of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs supported the 
same policy in a letter to Mayor Campbell 
of Schenectady, who asked for the services 
of Maj. Edward L. Dyer as Chief of the 
Police of that city. 

President Coolidge reluctantly granted 
Gen. Butler a year’s extension, but declared 
that the General Government “has and can 
assume no responsibility for the policing 
of the city of Philadelphia under your 
state and municipal ordnances.” Senator 
Wadsworth said: “The precedent estab- 
lished is a dangerous one. Naval officers 
are educated and maintained for service 
in the Navy. Army officers are educated 
and maintained for service in the Army.” 

In his letter to Mayor Kendrick of Vhil- 
adelphia, President Coolidge said: 

“Your favor requesting the continuance 
of the leave of absence of Gen. Smed- 
ley I). Butler, in order that he may serve 
as the head of your police organization, 
has been received. I have sought the ad- 
vice of the Committees on Naval Affairs 
of the Tlouse and the Senate, which has 
caused me to delay making an immediate 
decision, 
- DOUBTS PROPRIETY 


“The practice of detailing officers of the 
United States military forces to serve in 


civil capacities in the different States on. 


leaves of absence is of doubtful propriety 
und should be employed only in cases of 
emergency, To am well aware of the diffi- 
culty in getting seasoned and experienced 
men to take positions of publie trust, and 
fully understand your disinclination to un- 
dertake to make a change. 

“TL have decided to permit Gen. Butler to 
have leave of absence until January, 1926, 
so far as I have authority to grant it, but 
it does not seem reasonable to suppose that 
an emergency exists in your city which 
would be of a duration of over two years, 


and I, therefore, have to advise you that 
leave of absence should not again be re- 
quested. You can, of course, find some 


one amply able to serve you during the 
year, and I earnestly hope you may find 
some one in the very near future. 

“Another condition must be attached to 
this leave which I shall have to insist 
upon at all times. The United States Gov- 
ernment, and especially the Presidential 
office, has and can assume no responsibility 
for the policing of the city of Philadelphia 
under your State and municipal ordinances. 
On several occasions it has appeared to me 
that because Gen. Butler was there some 
of your best-informed citizens have as- 
sumed that in some way I was responsible 
for the conduct of his office and his rela- 
tionship with the office of the mayor. I do 
not suppose you can prevent complaints 
being made to me, but I wish to give notice 
in advance that I can take no action on 
such complaints, and I shall refuse to be 
involved in any controversy respecting the 
discharge of the duties of Gen. Butler as 
police officer of your city.”

The Naval Reserve Bill provides for the 
creation, organization, administration and 
maintenance of a Naval Reserve and Me 
rine Corps Reserve. It has 39 sections and 


corrects a great many of the laws on 
statute books so as to make the Naval 
Reserves fit in with the Regular Navy 


A great many of the principles that are 
found in the National Guards and Organ- 
ized Reserves of the Army are incorpo 
rated in the bill. 

_It provides for a complete reorganiza- 
tion of the present Naval Reserve Force 
and Marine Corps Reserve established un- 
der the act of Congress approved August 
29, 1916. This is done by abolishing the 
existing Naval Reserve Force and_ the 
Marine Corps Reserves and creating a 
Naval Reserve and a Marine Corps Re 
serve consisting of three classes, designated 
aus (1) the Fleet Naval Reserve; (2) the 
Merchant Marine Naval Reserve; and (3) 
the Volunteer Naval Reserve. 

_ The provisions for compensation are elas- 
tic and are especially designed to pro- 
vide an efficient Naval Reserve for a re 
duced expenditure of funds, and are based 
on the compensation provided in the na- 
tional defense act for the National Guard. 

Adequate provisions have been included 
to federalize the training of the Naval 
Militia of the several States, so as to insure 
that in time of war the personnel of these 
organizations when called to service in the 
Navy will be able to render efficient service 
to the country, 

The provisions of existing law relating to 
the transfer of men of 16 and 20 years 
service in the Navy to the Fleet Naval 
Reserve have been altered so that ultimate 
ly the annual cost of this part of the Naval 
Reserve will be radically reduced and it 
will be assured that all men_ transferred 
to the Fleet Naval Reserve will be full 
qualified physically to perform pill the 
duties of their respective rates at sea. 

As men who may be honorably separated 
from the Navy substantially retain thet 
naval value for a period of at least for 
years, the department has inserted a pr 
vision in the attached bill authorizing t® 
Secretary to require all men who hereat 
ter enlist in the Navy to obligate them 
selves to serve in addition to their regulat 
enlistment in the Navy four years in the 
Fleet Naval Reserve. 

It is conservatively estimated that 
a basis of 100,000 enlisted men in the Nav! 
there would be in eight years betwee! 
20,000 and 30.000 reservists of this class 
Their value to the country in an emergent 
will be tremendous. The annual cost 
30,000 such men would only be $7500.

COL. HILL SPEAKS 


In the course of his address to the 
House, Col. Hill said: 
“The existence of isolated and = small 


frontier posts and reservations throughout 
the United States has repeatedly been the 
subject of criticism by the Executive, but 
so far Congressmen have been very loath 
to consent to the removal of any body of 
troops from cities in their distriets which 
profited by the presence of such troops. 

“T am making these remarks today in 
connection with the bill which I introduced 
this morning, because I feel that the time 
has come when my implied eriticism of 
eight years ago of Congressmen should be 
withdrawn. TI feel that at the present time 
the broad policy of national defense has 
become so Clearly fixed in the minds of all 
of us Representatives that there is no 
longer any strong desire to retain Army 
posts which should be abandoned. 

“For example, the proposed legislation 
permits the sale of Fort Howard, in Mary- 
land, with an estimated sales value of 
$231,000; Fort Washington, in Maryland, 
with an estimated sales value of $519,- 
600; and Fort Armistead, in Maryland, 
With an estimated sales value of $22,979, 
making a total of $863,579. At the present 
time both Fort Armistead and Fort How- 
ard are required for the shelter of troops 
until permanent shelter elsewhere is pro- 
vided, but as part of the comprehensive 
plan of the Secretary of War the perma- 
nent development, for example, of Camp 
Meade, in Maryland, is contemplated. I 
im very confident that no Representative 
of Maryland will in any way oppose the 
sale of Fort Howard, Fort Washington 
and Fort Armistead; but. on the contrary, 
will do all possible to assist in this consum- 
mation of a long-desired scheme of national 
defense,’ 

When Secretary Weeks had concluded 
his hearings on the War Department’s bar- 
racks and quarter program it was evident 
that the Senate members of the Joint Mili- 
tary Committee were ready to report out 
the Wadsworth-Hill Bill and urge its pas- 
sige at this session. Representative Me- 
Kenzie, who is the ranking Republican 
'rom the Tlouse, expressed some doubt as to 
whether the bill would become law at this 
session. Tlowever, he expressed himself 
iS favorable to some legislation along the 
ies suggested in the bill. 

There was a large attendance of the 
members of the two military committees. 
Every Senator and member of the House 
belonging to the military committees, who 
was in Washington, was present. The 
Secretary of War's testimony was listened 
with approving nods, and at the con- 
lusion of the session it was decided to 
ppoint a sub-committee to look into the 
details of the War Department’s program. 

Secretary Weeks discussed frankly and 
it length the study that had been made 
‘vy the General Staff in co-operation with 
the Chiefs of Branches and the Quarter- 
master Corps. He said it was not the pur- 
ase of the War Department to attempt 
® secure an ideal distribution of the Army. 
An effort was made to approach a desirable 
listribution of the Army at a minimum 
“St and with as little disturbance as pos- 
sible of the present stations of the Army. 
“f course, he went on to point out that if 
tere were no permanent stations with ex- 
Pensive construction and the department 
Was called upon to begin, without any re- 


trictions, stations for the Army, an en- 
tirely different program would be adopted. 
It was the purpose of the General Staff to 
utilize all existing posts as far as possible 
so as to reduce the expenses of securing 
adequate quarters for the Army. 

The Secretary said that the stationing 
of infantry and other mobile troops in the 
coast artillery posts not only increased the 
cost of maintaining the Army but detracted 
from its efficiency. Ile said that infantry 
could not be properly trained in coast ar- 
tillery posts. 

The Secretary said that there was no 
disposition on the part of the War Depart- 
ment to dispose of such training camps as 
Camp Meade. Ile declared that the depart- 
ment had gone as far in the abandonment 
of the reservations which were purchased 
during the war as it had planned. Under 
the new policy such camps were needed in 
the training and instruction of the National 
Guard, Reserve officers and the Citizens’ 
Military Training Camps. 


ORDNANCE CHIEF NAMES 
CLEVELAND SECTOR HEAD 


NNOUNCEMENT was made by Maj. 

Gen. C. C. Williams, Chief of Ord- 
nance, that Mr. Frank A, Seott of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, president of the Warner and 
Swasey Company, has been appointed chief 
of the Cleveland District Ordnance Office 
in connection with the War Department 
plans for industrial preparedness. 

During the World War. Mr. Seott was 
chairman of the General Munitions Board, 
which later became the War Industries 
Board. of which he was also chairman, 
resigning on account of ill health. 

Mr. Scott assumes in his new duties the 
important task of planning for the co- 
ordination of the industries of Cleveland 
and the State of Ohio in the production of 
munitions for the national defense in time 
of emergency. He succeeds Col. Bascom Lit- 
tle, also of Cleveland, who, due to ill health, 
has been forced to retire as Distriet Chief. 
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WILL USE TEAR GAS FOR 
ARMY SHIP STOWAWAYS 


TOWAWAYS on Army transports will 

in the future have to earry gas masks 
if their expectations of obtaining free rides 
on Army transports are to be realized. 

Army transports plying between San 
Francisco and Manila have long been the 
favorites of stowaways and beach combers, 
particularly on the homeward bound trip 
from Manila. All that they had to do was 
to remain concealed for a day or two until 
the transport was far enough at sea to 
prevent their being set ashore. The rest 
of the voyage was comparatively easy. 
The stowaways, when discovered, were put 
to work at such tasks as stoking the 
hoilers or painting and polishing parts of 
the ships, but suffered no other inconven- 
ience and obtained their transportation 
“home” with little difficulty. 

It is going to be different now since the 
Chemical Warfare service has devised a 
means to eliminate the uninvited and un- 
authorized passenger. Prior to sailing, the 
hatches will be closed and the hold will 
be filled with tear gas for 24 hours. The 
tear gas is non-fatal but is highly irritating 
and no human being will voluntarily re- 
main in its vicinity. 

On a recent trip of the transport Thomas, 
25 stowaways were discovered and put 
ashore before the ship left Manila Bay. 
A few davs later, just before the transport 
reached China, 23 more stowaways were 
discovered ; but as regulations do not allow 
such persons to be put ashore in China or 
Japan they obtained free transportation 
and free “chow” to the United States. 


NEW ALASKA CABLE HAS 
DOUBLE SPEED CAPACITY 


CNN the occasion of President Harding's 
visit to Alaska during the Summer of 
1923, the old cable which was then in use 
had a message capacity of but 70 letters 
per minute. The new Washington-Alaska 
military cable and telegraph system. in- 
stallation of which has just been completed 
recently, has a speed capacity five times 
that of the old cable, and this speed has 
just been doubled by the successful instal- 
lation of equipment for duplex operation. 
This new cable with its modern terminal 
equipment, provides cable service to and 
from Alaska with such rapiditv that the 
entire Alaska business is handled at this 
season of the year in less than three work- 
ing hours each day. With the old cable. 
the business was. as a rule, only cleared 
once a week on Monday morning. 

Final adiustment of the duplex was made 
on November 29 by two of the Signal 
Corns cable staff, Chief Operator Charles 
B. Murphy, Technical Sergeant. at Seattle, 
and Warrant Officer Jasper S$. M. Quist, 
Operator in charge at Ketchikan, Alaska. 








REAR ADMIRAL POTTER 
GIVES OUT PAY REPORT 


Covers Financial And Supply 
Expenditures For Fiscal 
Year 


CO-OPERATION STRESSED 


‘THE annual report of, Rear Adm. David 

Potter, U.S.N., the Paymaster General 
of the Navy, released for publication this 
week by the Navy Department, covers not 
only the financial and supply activities of 
the Naval Establishment for the fiseal year 
ended June 30, 1924, but this annual paper 
also contains tables showing all of the 
transactions of the Navy pertaining to the 
expenditure of funds and stores, and also 
details of various phases of the financial 
operations of the Navy. 

The expenditure of funds for supplies 
and materials was less by $15,328,986 than 
that of the preceding fiscal year. During 
the fiscal year there have been placed 2585 
contracts at a value of $28,078,303.28 and 
1015 bureau orders at a value of $199,020.- 
04, making a total of $28,277,323.32, as op- 
posed to a total value for the fiscal year 
1923 of $48,606,309.91. 

In an endeavor to make contracts under 
conditions to produce the most favorable 
prices, an intensive study has been made 
of the period and form of purchase, mar- 
ket conditions and other of the factors 
which influence prices, 


FUEL AND TRANSPORTATION 


In commenting upon the subject of fuel 
and transportation Admiral Potter said: 

“Contracts covering the Navy’s require- 
ments during the entire fiscal year 1924 at 
east and west coast points, Pearl Harbor 
and Cavite, for fuel oil of various grades. 
Diese] engine oil and special oil for yard 
use were made in May, 1923. In most in- 
stances these contracts provided for pur- 
chase of the quantities which would actual- 
ly be required by the Navy, and definite 
maximum and minimum quantities were 
not fixed. It was found that the prices 
under these contracts in almost every case 
were considerably lower than the average 
spot market prices obtainable during the 
fiscal year.” 

Launching into the subject of provisions 
for the Fleet, Admiral Potter emphasized 
in no uncertain terms that extensive ef- 
forts had been made by the Bureau during 
the year to keep the cost of the ration to 
a minimum consistent with the maintenance 
of the requisite high standard of quality, 
wholesomeness and variety, but due to the 
higher market price of the ration com- 
ponents the cost for the year will average 
at least 50 1-8 cents, which is an increase 
over the preceding year of more than one- 
half cent per ration. 

“Tt is interesting to note that during the 
past fiscal year the allotment division of 
the bureau, formerly the Navy Allotment 
Office, received 59,232 new allotments. The 
number of active allotments increased from 
49,668 on June 30, 1923, to 55,077 on June 
80, 1924. During this period the monthly 
disbursements for allotments increased from 
$1.449.809.19 to $1,699.531.88. Over 295,- 
000 allotment checks were written, amount- 
ing to over $18,600,000. 

“The number of accounts of members 
of the Naval Reserve Force increased from 
9721 to 12,253. and 75,147 checks, amount- 
ing to over $5,400,000, were issued for re- 
tainer pay. 

“Notwithstanding the increase in the 
number of accounts and allotments, the 
work has been so systematized that it was 
found possible to reduce the clerical force 
front 76 to 56 employees.” 





NAVY SURGEON GENERAL 
REPORT SHOWS PROGRESS 


[* his annual report to the Secretary of 

the Navy, Rear Adm. Edward R, Stitt, 
Surgeon General of the Navy, gives in de- 
tail the health statistics up to the close of 
the 1923 calendar year and the operations 
of the Medical Department of the Navy 
up to the close of the fiscal year ending 
June 30. 1924. 

The Bureau has co-operated with the 
Navy Department in every possible way to 
curtail the expenditure of funds, and the 
adoption of a detailed accountability system 
for all Medical Department activities and 
careful supervision of disbursements has 
resulted in a marked decrease in expendi- 


tures without curtailment of anything 
necessary for the care of the sick. 

Inspections made during the year indi- 
cate that the various Medical Department 
activities have all attained a high standard 
professionally; that the Naval hospitals 
are in excellent condition; and that the 
equipment is adequate and the personnel 
professionally alert. 

Establishment of the Planning Division 
was made during the past year so that 
more consideration could be given to the 
problems of the Medical Department of the 
Navy in future war plans. 

The Bureau has also continued its edu- 
cational policy, and postgraduate instruc- 
tion of members of the Medical Depart- 
ment who have shown proficiency in their 
ealling has been carried on systematically. 

It is pointed out by Admiral Stitt that 
one of the urgent needs of the Medical De- 
partment is an increase in the personnel of 
the Dental Corps. In discussing this sub- 
ject, he said: 

“The apportionment of one dental officer 
to every 1000 officers and men of the Navy 
and Marine Corps, which was arbitrarily 
determined several years ago, when the 
Marine Dental Corps was first established, 
has been found to be totally inadequate to 
furnish satisfactory and complete dental 
service to the personnel, At the time this ap- 
portionment of one to 1000 was proposed, 
the real value of dentistry in the Naval Es- 
tablishment was not yet known nor was 
the importance of dentistry in its relation 
to general health fully understood. One of 
the important advances made in medicine 
during recent years has been the develop- 
ment and recognition of the dental sur- 
geon’s part in the cure, control and preven- 
tion of disease. 

“At present the Dental Corps has 154 
officers. This number represents about 82 
per cent of the number allowed on the 
authorized strength of the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps, or approximately one dental 
surgeon to every 750 officers and men of the 
present allowed strength. This number and 
ratio have proved to be wholly inadequate 
to provide all that is needed in the way of 
dental care and treatment. The constant 
demand for emergency treatment by a great 
number of officers and men precludes the 
possibility of furnishing dental service 
which would comprise all that can be ob- 
tained from dental surgeons in civil life.” 

At present the Navy Nurse Corps has a 
strength of 486. The Nurse Corps has 
maintained its usual high standard of ef- 
ficiency throughout the year and the service 
rendered by the nurses is deserving of the 
highest commendation. 

The Naval Medical School completed its 
twenty-second year of existence on May 27, 
1924, and the report shows the continuance 
of the gratifying results which have re- 
warded the work of the institution since 
its esttablishment in 1902.

BLACK HORSE TROOP 
DRAWS THRONG AT SHOW 


] EMONSTRATIONS by Troop A, 14th 

Cavalry of Fort Sheridan, Ill., com- 
nianded by Capt. David H. Blakelock, drew 
the biggest crowd that ever attended a St. 
Louis horse show and guaranteed the con- 
tinuation of that institution after its direc- 
tors had decided to mold no more on ac- 
count of financial loss, writes Capt. Joseph 
W. Bollenbeck, Infantry, on duty in St. 
Louis with the Organized Reserves. Over 
50,000 persons witnessed the demonstra- 
tions, which included monkey drill, Roman 
and Cossack riding and a fire hurdle. 

“Nothing done here by the Army in ten 
years made such a hit and received such 
favorable press comment as the work of the 
troop,” writes Captain Bollenbeck. ‘This 
year for the first time in many years the 
show paid for itself. Credit for this is un- 
nesitatingly given the attraction provided 
py this troop.” 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat wrote: 
“St. Louis’ greatest horse show ended at the 
Coliseum last night with a crowd that sent 
the attendance for the week up to 50,000. 
The Black Horse riders ended their week 
firmly established in public favor. Much 
of the suecess of the show was attributed 
to the favorable impression they made with 
the spectators. They will be invited back 
next year. Thomas W. Garland, second 
vice-president, said that from the stand- 
point of attendance and general interest it 
had undoubtedly been the best show in his- 
tory.

TO USE NEW METHOD IN 
HANDLING NAVY RATIONS 


F especial interest to Naval supply of- 

ficers is the inauguration of a new 
method in the handling of Navy rations in 
the United States Fleet. 

Directions have been issued by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief,, United States Fleet, that 
for the period of the winter maneuvers, 
rations, in so far as the dry provisions are 
concerned, must be issued by the supply 
ships to the separate ships as a whole and 
not by the individual components of the 
rations, 

Of course, the individual items will be 
invoiced with appropriate prices, but the 
aggregate of the individual items must rep- 
resent the appropriate number of balanced 
rations as defined in tables issued by the 
Commander-in-Chief. 

If this plan works successfully it will 
have the effect of having all ships fare 
alike, so far as dry provisions are con- 
cerned, and will also have the effect of dis- 
posing of the cargoes of provision supply 
ships in a harmonious manner, that is, 
without leaving on board larger or smaller 
quantities of the less desirable, or more 
desirable, ration components.

MAY USE SCHOOL GRADS 
ON OTHER ASSIGNMENTS 


TTENTION is called by the Bureau of 
Navigation to a paragraph that has 
been inserted in the revision in the Naviga- 
tion Manual. This paragraph states that 
while the graduates of Trades Schools will 
be used in assignments to which they are 
specially qualified that Commanders should 
feel free to assign them to other duties. 
The text of the paragraph is as follows: 
“Successful completion of instruction at 
a trade school does not of itself assure 
advancement in rating. Advancement in 
rating depends in part upon the practical 
application of the knowledge gained. In 
order that the service may benefit by the 
time,’ effort and funds expended in the 
maintenance: of trade schools, graduates 
showld be assigned to duties that will per- 
mit. their training to be continued. In 
order that the individual man may not lose 
the benefit of the instruction on shore, it 
is usually necessary to continue his train- 
ing after graduation. It should be under- 
stood, however, that trade school graduates 
are not a separate class of men, nor have 
they a right to special consideration. They 
may be assigned to any duty or to any de- 
tail in the discretion of their commanding 
officers, but it is assumed that these offi- 
cers will take cognizance of and give full 
consideration to the valuable training that 
has been given.”

NAVY ENGINEER CHIEF 
LAUDS BUREAU’S RECORD 


‘THOUGH failures in the machinery of 

the Fleet, ascribed to the inexperience 
of personnel and insufficient appropriations 
show a marked decrease from last year, it 
is pointed out by Rear Adm. John K. Robj. 
sen, Chief of the Bureau of Engineering 
that some of the results of the engineering 
work during the fiscal year 1924 refleet a 
healthy condition together with a marked 
improvement in the efficiency of operation 
of the machinery. 

The 1924 appropriation for engineerigg 
was $14,440,000, which was $325,000 leg 
than was available during the preceding 
year, and due to this fact the maintenane 
of the machinery of the Fleet in a satis 
factory condition was attended with great 
difficulties. 

The Bureau was further handicapped py 
reason of lessened availability of materia] 
in the “Appropriation Purchases Account.” 
and the addition of many new vessels to 
the Fleet. It has been ascertained that 
there was $805,000 less of Appropriation 
Purchases Account material used during 
1924 than during the preceding year, Ij 
is estimated by the Bureau that the net 
additional cost of maintaining the ney 
ships added to the Fleet was in the vicinity 
of $400,000 under “Engineering.” : 

The value of material worked into the 
ships of the Fleet showed a 10 per cent 
increase. At the same time, although there 
was an increase in cruising, the cost of ma- 
terial for maintenance, such as fire-brick, 
lubricating oil, gasket materials, packing, 
ete., has shown a decrease ranging from 


nine to 27 per cent, and these decreases 
were accomplished although the expendi- 
tures during 1923 were the best we had 


ever had. 

For 1924 the Naval Appropriation Act 
did not contain any provision for new con- 
struction. Such vessels as were under cov- 
struction have been proceeded with from 
funds provided for their continuance 
Nineteen vessels were completed during the 
year, representing a. total designed horse 
power of 430,000, 

In touching upon 
and sound engineering Admiral 
said: 

“The problem of radio and underwater 
sound communication continues to be an 
important factor in the bureau’s efforts to 
maintain and improve the Fleet’s equip- 
ment. The necessity for efficient radio and 
sound communication in tactics, strategy, 
fire control, navigation and administration 
of the Fleet has been so thoroughly demon- 
strated that there is no doubt of the im- 
portance of equipping the Fleet with mod- 
ern radio and sound apparatus. 

“The bureau has thoroughly appreciated 
this important factor and has during the 
past year equipped a few vessels of the 
Fleet with up-to-date apparatus. These 
improvements have been accomplished in 
What is considered a proper proportion with 
regard to maintenance and improvements of 
propelling and auxiliary machinery. 

“There remains much to be done before 
radio and sound communication in the 
Fleet is satisfactory, and the bureau plans 
te accomplish the essential improvements in 
direct proportion to the funds which may 
be available in the future and in a proper 
proportion to the necessary maintenance 
and improvements to the other classes of 
machinery.”

The time for reporting out the Army Ap- 
propriation Bill has not yet been set by 
the War Department sub-committee. It is 
pt to be two or three weeks before the 
,ppropriation committee is ready to report 


the bill. The hearings have not yet con- 
luded and at this time it is difficult to 
termine just when the sub-committee will 


pt through with all the witnesses. After 
ihe witnesses on the military items, there 
rill be a number to testify on the non- 
nilitary features of the War Department’s 
Appropriation Bill. 

It is believed that there will be a fight, 
both on the floor of the House and in the 
Senate for an increase in the appropriations 
for the National Guard and the Organized 
Reserves. It will require a substantial 
increase above the budget to satisfy the 
supporters of the National Guard and the 
Organized Reserves, and it is thought that 
they will be able to exercise quite an in- 
fluence in both the Senate and the House. 


BILL FOR DISABLED OFFICERS 
At a meeting of the Veterans Committee, 

Chairman Royal Johnson was directed 
to take steps to secure a special rule for a 
bill (H. R. 6484) placing disabled emer- 
gency officers on the retired list. It is 
the intention of Captain Johnson to ask 
for a rule by which the bill can be brought 
up for consideration after the Christmas 
recess of Congress. 

The bill as amended really makes a 
special retired list for disabled emergency 
officers. The funds for taking care of this 
retired list will come from the Veterans’ 
Bureau. With these amendments the 
American Legion, the Military Order of 
the World War and a number of other 
veteran organizations have lined up very 
enthusiastically for the bill. It is on the 
American Legion’s legislative program and 
its legislative committee indicates that it 
will be very active this session in support 
of the bill. They do not think that Con- 
gress will have so much to do that it can- 
not find time to pass the bill. 


NAVY PROMOTION BILL 

HIS session promises to be a very, very 
_ busy one for the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs. As matters are shaping up 
the Committee will have as many hearings 
as it did last year. As previously an- 
nounced, Mr, Britten has secured an agree- 
ment from the committee under which 
hearings are to be held upon the Budget 
to determine who is really responsible for 
the deterioration of the Navy. 

In addition to this, Mr. Britten has in- 
troduced a bill (H. R. 10355) for the ex- 
tension f the system of promotion to the 
‘ower grade. Mr. Britten contends that 
this bill will not only increase the efficiency 
of the Navy, but will reduce the expenses 
% maintaining its officer personnel by 
something like $1,000,000. The bill has 
been referred to the Navy Department for 
a report after which the committee will 













Porbably conduct a hearing on the bill. 
This hill will make quite a radical change 
in the personnel laws for the Navy, and 
will provoke a very heated discussion 


throughout the Service.

Representative McKenzie of Illinois,

committee during the latter part of last 
session, is convinced that something of 
the character of that recommended by the 
War Department should be done to solve 
the housing problem of the Regular Army. 
He was chairman of a special committee 
which investigated the subject, and has 
strong convictions upon it. 

Mr. McKenzie, who arrived in Washing- 
ton the latter part of last week, said: “I 
have not had time to study the War De- 
partment’s plan, but there is no doubt that 
a new system for housing the Regular 
Army is needed. In my opinion the Army 
should be concentrated into larger organi- 
zations. Taken not only as a matter of 
efficiency of the Regular Army, but as 
economy in its maintenance, we should not 
have any smaller than regimental posts. 

“The overhead expense of lighting and 
heating a small post is about as much as 
a large post. Millions of dollars could be 
saved for the Government by quartering 
the Army in larger posts. We ought to 
get away from local influences and station 
the Army with a view to increasing its ef- 
ficiency and reducing the cost of main- 
tenance. 

“While there may be some objections in 
the House to the sale of property which is 
of little value to the War Department and 
using the money for buying new sites and 
putting up new buildings, I think excep- 
tion should be made in the case of the 
War Department. As a rule I do not 
favor such a policy, but it appears to me 
that it would be good business principles to 
allow the Secretary of War to handle the 
property of the War Department in this 
manner. My study of the military reserva- 
tions has convinced me that the War De- 
partment is holding millions of dollars’ 
worth of propertv which at present is of 
little military value.” 

NAVY LEAGUE PREPARES 

FROM a statement issued on December 8, 

it would be inferred that the Navy 
League is preparing to make an aggressive 
campaign for a treaty Navy. Taking as its 
text quotations from the report of the 
Secretary of the Navy in 1922 and 1924, 
and from the Chief of Naval Operations, 
the Navy League proceeds to enlarge on 
the deficiencies of the American Navy. 
The passage of the Cruiser Bill for the 
modernization, of the Navy is not sufficient, 
according to the statement of the Navy 
League. The Fleet will not be up to the 
Treaty standard until money is appropri- 
ated for the elevation of the guns of 13 
of the battleships. In the course of the 
statement the League said: 

“The report of the Secretary of the 
Navy points out that a bill authorizing 
$18,360,000 for such modernization (ex- 
clusive of gun elevation) passed the House 
and Senate last spring, but that a last- 
minute motion to reconsider the vote in 
the Senate held up final action. His report 
expresses the hope that this bill will be 
passed immediately, so that the long-delayed 
work of modernizing these ships can pro- 
ceed forthwith. 

“When it is realized that thirteen out of 
the eighteen battleships allowed the United 
States are in a seriously unsafe and inef- 
ficient condition for real service for lack 
of a total of about $18,000,000, it would 
hardly seem to be expecting too much of 
Congress to make this appropriation im- 
mediately available. 

“But the guns of these thirteen American 
battleships are not sufficiently elevated to 
fire as far as do those of other powers. So 
the value of thirteen out of our eighteen 
battleships is open to serious question, even 
if ‘modernized,’ unless their guns are ele- 
vated. This would cost an additional $6,- 
500,000 and is a matter for which an 
appropriation should be made immediately 
— if it is the intention of the Administra- 
tion and of Congress to bring the American 
capital fleet up toward approximate equal- 
ity to the British capital fleet and to five- 
— the strength of the Japanese capital 

eet. 


DENOUNCE FLEET DETERIORATION 


AFTER quoting the report of the Chief 
of Naval Operations as saying, “At 
the present time every ship in the Navy 
has a long list of outstanding (repair) 
work far grecter than the financial Naval 
resources will permit of accomplishment,” 
the League statement goes on to assert: 
“As deterioration has been accumulating 
for years, until the conditions above sug- 
gested have come about, it would hardly 
seem to be asking too much of Congress 
for sufficient maintenance funds to end 
‘deferred maintenance’ and the generally 
‘unsatisfactory’ material condition of the 
fleet as a whole and to put all Naval ves- 


sels that are in active service in proper 
material condition to perform their duties 
without such casualties to machinery as 
have occurred of late years. 

“But it is not enough to stop the deteri- 
oration of our present Fleet and to put all 
its present vessels that are in commission 
in really fit material condition for active 
service. 

“The report of the Secretary of the 
Navy recommends, in effect, that the Navy 
be increased and maintained ‘at the full 
treaty ratio provided by the treaty for the 
limitation of naval armament, not only 
with reference to the types of vessels 
covered by that treaty (capital ships and 
aircraft carriers), but with reference to 
other types of vessels not so limited. 

“In short, if we are to live up to the 
spirit of the naval balance contemplated by 
the naval treaty, the United States Navy 
should be the equal of the British Navy 
and five-thirds as strong as the Japanese 
Navy in every essential respect.” 

Speaking of the needs of additional per- 
sonnel for the Navy, the statement insists 
that the number of officers should be in- 
creased by 3882 and the enlisted men by 
2303. It has the following to say on this 
subject : 

“As to personnel, space here makes it 
impossible to say more than that the en- 
listed personnel in the Japanese Navy has 
been increased by over seven thousand men 
during the past year. In order to main- 
tain the treaty ratios in this respect, the 
United States Navy should have 3882 more 
officers and 23,003 more enlisted men; for 
during the last three years the Navy has 
been so underofficered and undermanned 
that proper maintenance and operation on 
a peace basis have been quite impossible. 
The Secretary of the Navy’s recommenda- 
tion that appointments to Annapolis be 
increased from three to five with a view 
to correcting ultimately the present dearth 
of officers is a modest suggestion under the 
circumstances. But the most pressing need 
is for an increase in the enlisted personnel. 

“As to bases, here it can only be said 
that two years ago the Navy League 
pointed out that $186,000,000 were required 
to develop our requirements ashore, acccord- 
ing to a comprehensively worked-out plan 
then earnestly recommended. Virtually 
nothing has since been done in this respect 
by Congress.” 


FOR MORE SHIPS 


TY concluding, the League makes an ap- 

peal for 22 more light cruisers and 
about 4800 tons more of large submarines. 
In giving its reasons the League says: 

“With such glaring deficiencies as have 
been pointed out, it is hardly necessary to 
add that the list could be extended almost 
indefinitely in lesser matters. But here 
it is desired to lay the emphasis on the fact 
that we should forthwith build twenty-two 
more light cruisers, aggregating 220,000 
tons, and about 48,000 tons more of large 
submarines if we are to maintain our posi- 
tion and live up to treaty ratios. 

“Since the conference the British have 
inaugurated the building of 70,000 tons of 
light cruisers and of one large submarine 
of 1,480 tons. 

“Since the conference the Japanese have 
inaugurated the building of very nearly 
80,000 tons of light cruisers and of twenty- 
two large submarines amounting to over 
34,000 tons. 

“Since the conference the United States 
in these respects has inaugurated only the 
initial appropriation for one submarine that 
was authorized in 1916. 

“These facts have destroyed the balance 
assumed for the Treaty for the Limitation 
of Naval Armaments. When agreement 
was reached at the Washington Conference 
America accepted the assurance that the 
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Treaty ended absolutely competition in 
naval armament, and also left the relative 
security of the great naval powers unim- 
paired, 

“The post-conference construction and 
programs of other powers must end our 
belief in one of these two bases of security. 
We may abstain from competition, but if 
we do, our relative security necessarily re- 
mains impaired. We may restore our rela- 
tive security but only by new construction. 

“The proper choice is stated in the quo- 
tation from the Secretary of the Navy’s 
recommendation at the outset of this state- 
ment. The extent of construction neces- 
sary to restore our relative security is to 
be measured by the immediate building of 
twenty-two light cruisers, aggregating 220- 
000 tons, and large submarines amounting 
to 48,000 tons. 

“Then, when we have at last evidently 
started to re-establish ourselves on the 
treaty ratio of equality with the British 
and five-thirds the strength of the Japanese, 
we might succeed in bringing about a fur- 
ther limitation of Naval Armament at an 
‘auxiliary’ conference.” 


QUEEN OF THE SUB-SEA CRAFT 
THE members of the Naval Affairs Com- 

mittee of the Senate and House were 
given an opportunity to inspect V-1, the 
first of the fleet submarines, during its stay 
at Washington trom December 1 to Decem- 
ber 4. This type, with a speed of 20 knots 
per hour and a length of 340 feet, promises 
to be the pride of the Fleet as far as sub- 
laarines are concerned. It is stated that 
the new submarines have been giving a very 
satisfactory performance, and the Naval 
Affairs Committee are more favorably im- 
pressed with the submarine. 

NEED SUB OFFICERS 

HE problem of securing commissioned 

officers for submarines is becoming as 
serious in the Navy as that of obtaining 
pilots for aeroplanes. By December 15 the 
submarines in commission will require 310 
line officers, and there has been a shortage 
during the past year in officers who were 
qualified for duty on submarines. 

Special training is required for officers 
who are selected for detail to serve on the 
under-sea ships. Like flyers, they are re- 
quired to take a special physical examina- 
tion, as their duties make as great a de- 
mand upon them as the pilots for the aero- 
planes. They are to be selected as far as 
possible from the grades of ensign and lieu- 
tenant, junior. 

In order to raise the standard for sub- 
marine service the course of instruction at 
the submarine school, New London, Conn., 
has been extended to 24 weeks. It is pro- 
posed to maintain two classes at the sub- 
marine school of 75 student officers each. 
One class will report at the school on 
January 1 and the other on July 1. 

No officer is eligible for duty in the sub- 
marines unless he has taken the course of 
instruction at the submarine school. While 
they are especially qualified for submarine 
service, after they have taken the course, 
they are not to be confined to duty on 
under-sea craft. They are to alternate be- 
tween surface and submarine boats. This 


policy is pursued so as to increase the 
number of submarine officers, and at the 
same time make the Service more attrac- 
tive. No officer is eligible for the submarine 
school until he has had two years’ sea ser- 
vice after graduating from the Academy. 
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26TH INFANTRY DIVISION 

HE 1924 Cup for “Excellence in Mili- 

tary Training and Efficiency” of the 
26th Division, Massachusetts National 
Guard, was awarded to the 101st En- 
gineers by Maj. Gen. Edward L. Logan, 
Division Commander. The presentation was

SERGEANT STARTS SUIT 
TO GET WARRANT’S PAY 

FrRstT SGT. DANIEL MacKENZIE, 
retired, who served as a Major, Q.M.C., 


during the World War and thereby became 
entitled to the pay of a warrant officer, 





brought suit this week in the Court of 
Claims through Gen. S. T. Ansell to recover 
the increase made in the retired pay of a 
warrant officer of the Army by the Joint 


Service Pay Act of June 10, 1922. The 
increase in the case of claimant amounts 
to $23.25 per month since July 1, 1922. 

The petition alleges that under the Act 
of June 4, 1920, all retired enlisted men 
who served honorably as commissioned offi- 
cers at some time between April 6, 1917, 
and November 11, 1918, became entitled to 
the retired pay of warrant officer, and that 
the Act of June 10, 1922, applicable to all 
retired enlisted men of this class, expressly 
provides that: 
“On and after July 1, 1922, retired 
enlisted men of the Army and Marine 
Corps shall have their retired pay com- 
puted as now authorized by law on the 
basis of pay as provided in this Act,” 
which clearly entitles these enlisted men 
to have their pay, previously authorized as 
that of warrant officer, computed on the 
higher basis of the Joint Service Pay Act.

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ATTORNEYS PREPARING 
LAUDERDALE CASE BRIEF 


IN May last Capt. Clarence BE. Lauderdale, 
through his attorneys, Ansell & Bailey, 
of the Legal Department of the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNAL, filed his petition in the. 
Court of Claims to test the ruling of the 
Comptroller General to the effect that duty 
as professor of military science and tactics 
is not active duty within the meaning of 
section 40b and paragraph 9, section 127a, 
National Defense Act, as amended June 4, 
1920, preventing the counting of such ser- 
vice for purposes of pay and promotion. 

The proofs were closed both by the attor- 
neys for petitioner and the Government 
November 17, and both sides are now pre- 
paring briefs of argument for the hearing in 
the Court of Claims, which will take place 
within a few weeks. 

The attorneys for claimant believe that . 
in view of the legislative history and pur- - 
pose of the statute and the executive inter- 
pretation given it, the Comptroller General’s 
ruling may be expected to be reversed by 
the Court of Claims, as it is clearly con- 
trary to what the framers of the Act in- 
tended, inconsistent with its letter and op- 
posed to the real facts as to the character 
of that duty, which it not non-military nor 
semi-military duty, to use a term invented 
by the Comptroller General, but not found 
in the statute, but active military duty as 
the President in making the assignments 
thereto declared it to be. 

Captain Lauderdale brought the action 
not only upon behalf of himself, but in the 
interest of all retired officers in like situa- 
tion who desired to avail themselves of it, 
as it was believed that Congressional action 
looking to their relief was uncertain and 
likely to be long delayed. However, efforts 
to secure legislation will not be inconsistent 
with the action in the Court of Claims. 

The petition in the Lauderdale case sets 
up the history of his service both as an 
active and a retired officer and his assign- 
ment to college duty, claiming that such 
duty under the law is active duty for the 
purposes of pay and promotion, which have 
been denied him, and shows that up to and 
including March 31, 1924, he had thereby 
suffered a loss of $3,837.57. 

In view of the stand taken by the Comp- 
troller General in similar cases, it is doubt- 
ful if he would apply a favorable decision 
in the Lauderdale case to ali other like 
cases; instead, he may require each of the 
246 officers affected to file his petition in 
the Court of Claims in order to gét the 
benefit of a favorable decision made in the 
test case by that court. If the Court of 
Claims decision should be unfavorable, 
which is not anticipated, the amount. in- 
volved in the test case is large enough to 
permit an appeal by claimant to the Su- 
preme Court, which, in such event, will be 
promptly taken. 
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MARINES SINK THIRD 
CORPS AREA IN CLASH 


Quantico Team Crushes Army 
In Annual Contest By 
47-0 Score 


FOURTH SUCCESSIVE WIN 


HE Marine Corps eleven crushed the 

Third Corps Area team at Baltimore 
Stadium, December 6, by a score of 47-0 
in the annual clash between the two. The 
victory was the fourth successive triumph 
for the Marines in as many contests since 
the series began.

yckman was called to carry the ball and 
made 22 yards around left end. en 
Henry made 13 more on a trip around the 
opposite flank for touchdown.

Then followed a 20-yard forward pass, 
Goettge to Neal. The latter raced 30 more 
yards for a touchdown with the entire 
Third Corps combination at his heels. 

Then came the only touchdown made by 
the Quantico outfit which did not result 
from a long run.

COAST ARTILLERY CORPS 





HE training of Coast Artillery troops 
in the continental limits of the United 
states during the fiscal year 1924 has been 
jandicapped by the limited personnel avail- 
able, and in some cases by lack of neces- 
gry material, especially harbor boats and 
ertain anti-aircraft material. 
“Every effort has been made to maintain 
apert nuclei of regular Coast Artillery 
troops for training citizen soldiers in all 
duties pertaining to the activities with 
which the Coast Artillery Corps is charged. 
These nuclei have been used for the inten- 
sive instruction of the R.O.T.€., C.M.T.C., 
Organized Reserves, and National Guard. 
As a general rule, this training has been 
cared for in a satisfactory manner wherever 
such Coast Artillery troops were avail- 
able. In some corps areas there have 
been no units of regular Coast Artillery 
troops available for instruction purposes. 
As a result, the instruction in these lo- 
calities has not been up to the desired 
standard. This is especially true of anti- 
aircraft instruction. This instruction can- 
not be carried out in a satisfactory man- 
ner, it is pointed out by Major General F. 
W. Coe, Chief of Coast Artillery, with the 
limited number of Regular Coast Artillery 


‘RAINING of the Coast Artillery troops 

assigned to fixed batteries in the harbor 
defenses has progressed satisfactorily and 
has been of such a nature as to warrant 
the belief that these troops can fulfill 
their mission in time of war, so far as the 
very limited available personnel will per- 
mit. A satisfactory improvement in the 
results obtained by railway and tractor ar- 
tillery in firing at moving targets has been 
attained. This improvement was facilitated 
by the supply of certain fire control ma- 
teriel to the batteries assigned to railway 
and tractor artillery. 


TRAINING of the Regular Coast Artil- 
lery troops assigned to antiaircraft 
artillery is progressing rapidly. Firing at 
targets towed by airplanes have been suc- 
cessfully conducted by a large proportion of 
our regular antiaircraft units. The inter- 
est shown by all concerned insures a rapid 
and continuous development of antiair- 
craft artillery training. This cannot come 
up to the required standard, however, until 
much new material, some of which is far 
from being completely developed, is made 
available for use by antiaircraft troops. 


EPORTS of target practices and the 

comments of Coast Artillery district 
commanders thereon indicate a high state 
ot training among Coast Artillery troops 
In the Panama Canal and the Hawaiian 
Departments. Similar reports from the 
Philippine Department indicate that Coast 
Artillery training in that Department is 
proceeding very satisfactorily. 


A T the Coast Artillery School, Fort 
Monroe, Virginia, instruction was given 
tad the year to both officers and enlisted 
en. 
_ During the year 1923-24, twenty-two 
Coast Artillery training regulations have 
been published. In addition to these, six- 
teen have been approved by the War De- 
partment for publication. It is expected 
that the entire Coast Artillery series of 
taining regulations will be practically com- 
pleted during the fiseal year 1925, though 
continuous revision of these training regu- 
lations will be necessary. 


TRAINING of the Coast Artillery Or- 
’ ganized Reserves has not, as a rule. 
reached the standard reasonably to be ex- 
pected. Large numbers of Reserve Officers 
are failing to take the correspondence 
courses available to them. It is believed 
that improvement could be brought about 
lh this respect by a small inerease in the 
lumber of regular officers detailed to duty 
with Coast Artillery Organized Reserve 
inits and an increase in mileage sufficient 
to permit those on such duty to consult 
more freely with the officers of these units. 

Coast Artillery Organized Reserve Camps 
were held at Fort Adams, R. I.; Camp 
"pton, N. ¥.; Fort Hancock, N. J.; Fort 
Monroe, Virginia ; Fort Barrancas, Florida ; 
Fort Sill, Oklahoma: Fort Bliss, Texas; 
Fort Sam Houston, Texas; and Fort Win- 
iy Scott, California. It is estimated that 
‘ members of the Officers’ and Enlisted 
‘eserve Corps attended these camps, the 
lumber being limited by the funds available 
‘or pay and mileage. 

During the academic year 1923-24. Coast 
Artillery units of the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps. have been conducted in 
ighteen institutions. The total enrollment 
ms 4249, There were on duty with these 
Iuits 44 commissioned officers and 54 en- 


listed men. ‘The courses, as conducted, 
were in general satisfactory. A standard- 
ized program of instruction for the Coast 
Artillery Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
units has been approved by the War De- 
partment and will be in effect during the 
academic year 1924-25. Considerable elas- 
ticity must be permitted in the instruction 
in the different units on account of the 
great variations in the institutions in 
which the units are established. In some 
cases, as at the University of Michigan, 
the instruction is voluntary, while in 
others, as at the Citadel, Charleston, 8S. C., 
the institution is operated on a_ strictly 
military basis. 


URING the past year no change has 

been made in the project for mounting 
16-inch guns on barbette carriages in our 
harbor defenses. Of the twenty-eight 16- 
inch guns for which locations have been 
approved, four have been mounted and two 
are being mounted. Construction for the 
emplacements for four additional guns will 
be started during the coming fiscal year 
and preliminary plans for the emplacement 
of fourteen guns are being prepared by 
the Corps of Engineers. No action has 
been taken as yet regarding emplacement of 
the remaining four guns of the project. 


UE to the limited funds available, pro- 

gress in the installation of fire control 
systems for the long range guns now in- 
stalled has not been satisfactory. Wherever 
possible temporary systems have been pro- 
vided so as to provide for firing these bat- 
teries in case of emergency. These tem- 
porary systems are necessarily inefficient, 
and in order to secure the maximum ser- 
vice for the long range guns, complete 
and permanent fire control systems should 
be supplied as rapidly as possible. 

A definite advance was made in this di- 
rection during the past year by reason of 
the approval by the War Department of a 
project for the completion within a cer- 
tain number of years of the fire control 
systems for the long range guns now in- 
stalled. This approval provides a definite 
basis for the initiation of plans for the 
completion of the separate fire control proj- 
ects for the United States, Panama and 
Oahu within the time limits required by 
the situation, and funds should be pro- 
vided to carry these plans into effect. The 
War Department has also approved the 
policy of providing the necessary fire con- 
trol systems for new batteries at the time 
of their construction. In order that these 
batteries may be effective immediately up- 
on completion of the construction of the 
emplacements and the mounting of the guns, 
this policy should be continued. 

Development work on Ordnance fire con- 


trol equipment for our modern armament’ 


has been continued throughout the year to 
the limit of funds available. 


SLIGHT modifications have been made in 
controlled submergence mine which has 
heen undergoing service test in the coast 
defenses of Balboa. A further service test 
has been recommended which should re- 
sult in the determination of an approved 
tvpe for this mine. Electrical control from 
shore permits the elevation or depression 
of this mine corresponding to tide varia- 
tions, to maintain any desired depth of 
submergence. thus overcoming one of the 
serious difficulties encountered in a few of 
our important harbors.

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AVIATION IS WEAKEST LINK IN 
INDUSTRIAL MOBILZIATION 
CHAIN 

HE President in his message transmit- 

ting the budget to Congress calls at- 
tention to the importance of what is usu- 
ally called He 
states that aside from the important fac- 
tor of training personnel, our defense is 
largely an industrial problem. He points 
out that the outstanding weakness in the 
industrial situation as it effects National 
is the inadequacy of facilities to 


industrial mobilization. 


Defense 
supply air service needs, due primarily to 
the fact that the air plane industry in this 
country at the present time is dependent 
entirely on Government business. 

Prior to the recent war but few un- 
derstood the tremendous part modern in- 
dustry must play The general 
staffs of the various armies had made esti- 
mates as to the amount of artillery which 
would be needed to replace material de- 
stroyed. They had worked out tables of 
ammunition supply. All of these estimates 
proved entirely inadequate. As the war 
progressed the proportion of guns to the 
infantry was greatly and _ steadily in- 
creased. The periods over which fire was 
kept up were far longer than had ever 
been conceived of. Also the rate of fire 
per piece was increased tremendously. As 


in war. 


a consequence there was a demand upon 
the industry of the various countries for 
a supply of material far beyond what they 
were capable of producing. The initial 
advantage was with the Germans. While 


like the rest they had fallen far short in 
their estimates, they had conceived prior 
to the war of the necessity to link up the 
industry of the country with the supply 
departments of the Army and Navy. Thus 
when war came the plans for their co- 
operation were complete, 


Due to this preparation, once the long 
period of trench warfare began, the French 
and British suffered from the German 
superiority in the number of guns and in 
rate of fire. What guns the Allies did pos- 
sess had to carefully regulate their am- 
munition expenditure. As a consequence 
the British and French were continuously 
subjected to fire, which they could not re- 
turn. The industry of these two countries 
not being ready to produce guns and am- 
munition on a large scale, this unfortunate 
condition at the front continued to exist 
for many months. It was only as the Al- 
lied industry was able to produce first as 
much as the Germans and then far beyond 
what German industry could turn out that 
the tide of war commenced to change. 

Our National Defense Act of 1920 in its 
provisions for industrial mobilization takes 
advantage of this great lesson of the war. 
The working out of this part of the act has 
been in the hands of the Assistant Secre- 
The work that he has done

produce is entirely inadequate to war 
needs. 

When war comés it will be too late 
to start to build the plants which then 
must start to build our airplanes. With 
enemy airplanes swarming over our 


armies and navies, our cities and our in- 
dustrial plants, we will be in even a worse 
position than were the French and British 
armies through the long winter of 1914- 
1915, when they had to live in the mud 
continuously shelled by the Germans and 
unable to either return or stop the enemy 
fire. We will be worse off because those 
armies at least knew that their home in- 
dustries were working hard to remedy the 
situation. In our case attack from the air 
can easily mean the partial or entire de- 
struction of those plants which we al- 
ready have and the stoppage of any effort 
to build new ones. 


The President plainly shows that if we 
are going to have aviation, we must main- 
tain our government air services at a suf- 
ficient strength to keep our plants going 
until such time as the industry through 
commercial demands upon it will be self- 
sustaining.

FREEDOM OF THE PRESS 


To THE EpiTor: 
"THREE years ago, when the Class of 
1922 was First Class, the Log, Naval 
Academy weekly publication, was regarded 
by the general public, as well as by the 
Midshipmen, as an exeellent college pub- 
lication. It combined the Service features 
so well with the demand for light reading 
that it was looked upon in many quarters 
as a standard for college papers. 

During this time it was supervised and 
censored by the authorities, as of neces- 
sity, Service Academy publications must 
be. Unfortunately during the past few 
years the power of censorship has reached 
heights heretofore unscaled with the result 
that the capable staffs succeeding the ’22 
3oard have been forced to eliminate prac- 
tically all of the light reading which made 
the literary and humor sections of the Log 
features, 

It is realized that censorship must be 
exercised to prevent the exuberance of the 
Midshipmen writers from transcending 
bounds, but from a close perusal of recent 
issues of the Log it looks as if the thoughts 
of the Midshipmen on anything but “Why 
I ought to look the color of the Navy uni- 
form” had been barred as “unfit for pub- 
lication.” 

Censorship in motion pictures once 
reached a stage where the presentation of 
a bathing beauty comedy raised enough 
“squawks from the Vice Societies to start a 
poultry farm.” It looks as if in the not 
too far distant future the word “femme” 
will be persona non grata in the Log and 
Midshipmen will be instructed to swoon if 
they read jokes from other college pub- 
lications. 

It is understood that comment anent any- 
thing which might cause grave suspicion as 
to the lofty ideals of the Midshipmen is 
taboo. For instance if a story was writ- 
ten about Midshipman Joe Gish in Paris 
it would probably have to contain explana- 
tory inserts like this: 

“Midshipman Gish staggered from the 
cafe. (Someone had hit him with a base- 
ball bat while playing cricket. He was 
not under the influence.) Standing by the 
curb he saw a beautiful femme drop her 
handkerchief. (He did not pick it up re- 
membering that regulations forbid gentle- 
men to speak to ladies they never were 
introduced to.) Returning to his ship that 
night he fell asleep and dreamt of the 
happy days he had spent boning Calculus.” 

Of course, the above is an exaggerated 
example of what the Log may eventually 
come to. It does seem that those who in 
a few years are to be considered respon- 
sible enough to hold a commission, can be 
relied upon to regulate their own stand- 
ards. 

‘It may be, of course, that the sewing 
circle idea of censorship, which has spread 
so rapidly recently has had its influence 
on the Log. The writer hopes this is not 
true. 

It does not indicate that Midshipmen 
write matter unfit for publication. It 
does mean that the blue pencil, perhaps, is 
exercised on morbid suspicion that any- 
thing written by them contains a hidden 
meaning. If that is the case each Midship- 
man should have a chaperon. 

My suggestion is that a study of other 
college publications would be highly bene- 
ficial to the powers that emasculate the 
Log. It is like forcing gloom down the 
throats of those who look for laughter.

ARMY-NAVY GAME SITES 


To Tue Epiror: 
HERE has been much discussion con- 
cerning Army-Navy game sites. De- 
spite all the pros and cons, civic pride and 
other arguments, there is but one logical 
place to hold the Service classic. Army 
picked it for the site of the game next fall. 
It is New York city. 

Your columns have contained accounts 
of movements to bring the game to Wash- 
ington or take it to Chicago. The Navy 
authorities have been quoted in the press 
as being greatly pleased with Baltimore, 
so much so, in fact, that it is rumored 
they will bring the game there in 1926. 

Let us take these cities one by one and 
compare their advantages with New York. 
In the following review Philadelphia is in- 
cluded, as it was the site of the game two 
years ago and is likely to be again. 

There is one big disadvantage which af- 
fects all the cities except New York, and 
that is the ability to handle the crowds 
after the game. It is a well-known fact 
that, although the authorities in consider- 
ing sites for the game look after the game 


itself, they should bear in mind the neces- 
sity for housing the spectators before and 
after, since the majority of spectators are 
members of the Army or Navy Athletic 
Associations. 

We will take Baltimore as the first ex. 
ample. It has a splendid stadium. It has 
a hospitable population. But it has not 
the facilities, according to observation, to 
handle the crowds. It was impossible op 
the day of the game to secure taxicabs to 
get to the stadium. The trolley cars rap 
in such a solid procession that they moved 
slower than pedestrians most of the time. 

Before and after the game the restaurants 
were jammed, the hotels crowded and the 
entertainment limited. Those who wished 
to go to Washington or Philadelphia found 
that the throngs at the stations caused in- 
conveniences which could never have oc- 
curred in New York city. In other words, 
if you wished to leave Baltimore you had 
to fight your way out unless a member of 
a motor party, in which case you crawled 
out. 

Its nearness to Annapolis and Washing- 
ton, instead of being advantageous, is derti- 
mental. The officers on duty at the Acad- 
emy and Navy Department could go to 
New York as easily as to Baltimore and 
in many cases have declared their desire 
to. The holding of the game so far south 
on the coast prevented the Navy contingents 
at Boston and New London and the Army 
contingents of the First Corps Area from 
attending in force. 

Phladelphia is chiefly remembered as the 
place where an uproar was caused by al- 
leged drinking after the game. The Quaker 
City did not handle the crowd at all, it 
taking approximately an hour to reach the 
railroad terminal where the special trains 
were waiting to carry the spectators to 
New York.

Washington, being the seat of official- 
dom, is not suitable for the game. The 
classic is primarily for those interested in 
the Service Academies, and it is feared 
that locating the same in the Canital would 
turn it into a social function. Besides, the 
Capital has not the facilities to handle 
the crowds. 

Taking the game to Chicago, in the 
opinion of manv officers. would he te con- 
vert it into a huge spectacle in which the 
rame itself would be a mere incident. The 
distance which the student hodies of both 
Acsdemies would have to travel, coupled 
with the fact that it would prevent most 


Navy rooters from attending, since the 
Navv’s streneth is on the coasts, places 
Chicago on the inaccessible list. It would 


he ivst as reasonable to take the game to 
the West Coast. 

New York city. in addition to being cen- 
trally located, easily accessible and per- 
foetly eapeble of handline crowds, has the 
facilities of entertaining those crowds after 
the game. Very few spectators leave New 
York citv after an Army-Navy game to seek 
amusement in nearhy towns. 

The only charge which can be laid against 
New York is the action of certain theater 
managers in jumping the prices of their 
shows for the evening of the game. This 
could be easily avoided by boycotting the 
shows concerned. The practice of raising 
prices is not confined to New York city 
alone. so the complaints of the authorities 
at this ontrageous conduct would undoubt- 
edlv he dunlicated elsewhere. :

1. In a case where a member of the Marine 
Corps was dropped as a deserter, but upon sub- 
sequently surrendering was tried upon the charge 
of desertion and acquitted, which also operated as 
an acquittal of the lesser included offense of ab- 
sence without leave, the period of unauthorized 
absence from duty, notwithstanding the acquittal, 
cannot be counted for longevity purposes. (Frank- 
lin’s case, November 21, 1924.) 

2. Upon the request by a disbursing officer that 
he be allowed credit for a certain amount paid 
an officer as a dependency allowance, subsequently 
disallowed, for which the disbursing officer claimed 
credit for the reason that upon the item’s being 
suspended he requested the disbursing officer carry- 
ing the officer’s account to check the amount so 
erroneously paid, and that the disbursing officer 
acknowledged receipt of such request but did not 
accomplish the checkage by reason of the fact 
that the officer concerned filed a formal written 
protest against the checkage, which was referred 
to the Navy Department, and that the Secretary 
directed that no pay be withheld by reason of 
such request prior to the item’s being allowed by 
the General Accounting Office; and it appearing 
that the officer concerned resigned before there 
was any change of the amount disallowed, Held: 
A request for checkage of an amount disallowed 
upon a disbursing officer’s account does not relieve 
the disbursing officer unless the checkage is actu- 
ally accomplished. (Cushman’s case, November 26, 
1924.) 

3. Upon request for a review of settlement 
raising a charge of $682.86 on account of pay- 
ments made to an officer for commutation of quar- 
ters, heat and light by various disbursing officers 
between October 1, 1918, and September 25, 1919, 
where it appears by the officer’s certificate that 
he maintained an abode for his wife consisting 


of one room at one place and an abode for his 
children and parents consisting of four rooms at 
another place, Held: That the Act of April 16, 
1918, authorizes the payment to an officer main- 
taining an abode for a wife, child, or dependent 
parent, of commutation of quarters for the number 
of rooms prescribed for an officer of his grade, 
regardless of the number of rooms actually occu- 
pied by said dependent, but that but one abode 
is contemplated for his dependent and in the order 
named, and that in the instant case claimant was 
entitled to commutation of quarters for his wife 
and only such commutation for heat and light 
was authorized as pertained to the wife’s abode, 
and that accordingly he is entitled to an allowance 
for four rooms at $12 per room per month and 
commutation of heat,and light for one room only. 
(Root’s case, November 25, 1924.) 


4. Where the facts show that during an entire 
period a Naval Officer was detailed to duty involv- 
ing actual flying, which was not terminated by 
any order of the Navy Department nor held in 
abeyance for failure to comply with the provi- 
sions of paragraph 1, General Orders 377, the 
officer is entitled to 50 per cent additional pay 
under the Act of March 8, 1915. (Montgomery’s 
case, November 25, 1924.) 


5. The fact that an officer’s son contributes to 
his mother an amount greater than one-half of 
the cost of her reasonable living expenses is not 
in itself sufficient to establish the fact that she 
is necessarily dependent upon him for her chief 
support within the meaning of the Act of June 
10, 1922, unless there is evidence clearly estab- 
lishing the inability of the other children to share 
in the mother’s support, since the obligation must 
rest on all of them alike. (Baker’s case, Novem- 
ber 22, 1924.)

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ARMY SURGEON GENERAL 
STRESSES DENTAL NEEDS 


‘THE Medical Personnel of the Army is 

totally inadequate to meet the de- 
mands of the Service, according to the an- 
nual report of Maj. Gen. M. W. Ireland, 
the Surgeon General of the Army. Es- 
pecially does he dwell upon the needs of 
the Dental Corps, which is inadequate for 
the developments of its activities. The 
Surgeon General speaks in a very gratify- 
ing tone at the development of the Army 
Medical Center at Washington, which is 
the work of 30 years effort in this di- 
rection. He announced that it is against 
the policy of the War Department to ac- 
cept on probation applicants for the Mili- 
tary Academy. 

Speaking of the personnel situation the 
Surgeon General said: 

“The number of commissioned officers in 
the Medical Department on June 30, 1924, 
was: Medical Corps, 939; Dental, 155; 
Veterinary, 124; and Medical Administra- 
tive, 

The number of vacancies was: Medical 


Corps, 46; Dental Corps, 3; Veterinary 
Corps, 2; and Medical Administrative 
Corps, 1. 


The losses during the year were: Med- 
ical Corps, 23; Dental Corps, 3; Veterinary 
Corps, 1; and Medical Administrative 
Corps, 1. 

Five candidates took the examination 
and were found qualified, and accepted 
commissions in the Medical Corps. 

The allowance of commissioned person- 
nel for both the Medical and Dental 
Corps is inadequate. Of the total Medi- 
eal Corps, only 62.8 per cent was avail- 
able on June 30 for duty at general hos- 
pitals, posts, camps, and laboratories, and 
of the Dental Corps only 71 per cent. 
The other commissioned officers were either 
engaged in administrative work away 
from military stations, receiving training 
in special Service School or in civil in- 
stitution, or occupied as instructors with 
the various branches of the Army in the 
United States. 

“When in addition it is recognized that 
28.9 per cent of all patients in Army 
hospitals were beneficiaries of the Veter- 
ans’ Bureau who received dental as well 
as professional treatment and for whom no 
additional personnel has been _ provided, 
the inadequacy of the available person- 
nel is apparent. Practically all corps 
area and department surgeons report that 
the commissioned personnel of both the 
Medical and Dental Corps is inadequate for 
satisfactory service at military stations. 

“Adequate and satisfactory dental ser- 
vice cannot be extended to the personnel 
of the Army with the present quota, based 
upon the proportion of one to one thousand 
of the strength of the Army. These figures 
were determined upon nearly a quarter cen- 
tury ago when the true relation of den- 
tistry to the general health was little 
known and its importance in the military 
service as an adjunct to the Medical Corps 
activities, and consequently of health and 
physical efficiency, had not n proven. 

In indicating the work that has been 
done by the Medical Corps and Aviation 
the Surgeon General said: 

“The School of Aviation Medicine, which 
is a development of the Medical Research 
Board, appointed in the fall of 1907 to in- 
vestigate a!l conditions affecting the effi- 
ciency of pilots, to institute and carry out 
such experiments as would determine the 
ability of pilots to fly at high altitudes, to 
investigate the oxygen supply of aviators, 
and to instruct in all matters relative to 
the physical fitness of pilots was recognized 
by the War Department as a special ser- 
vice school in February, 1921. The name 
of the school at that time was the ‘Medi- 
cal Research Laboratory and School for 
Flight Surgeons.’ This name was changed 
in December, 1922, to the School of Avia- 
tion Medicine

HE Secretary of War will recommend 
the following promotion and appoint- 
ment of General Officers: 

Brigadier General Dennis E. Nolan to 
be Major General from January 18, 1925, 
vice Major General David C. Shanks, who 
retires at his own request on January 17. 
1925 after more than forty-four years of 
active service. General Shanks is in com- 
mand of the Fourth Corps Area. 

Colonel Frank M. Caldwell, Cavalry, to 
be Brigadier General from January 18, 
1925, vice General Nolan promoted. 

General Dennis E. Nolan has been De- 
puty Chief of Staff of the War Department 
since September 13, 1924. He was born 
in Akron, New York, April 22, 1872, and 
was appointed to the Military Academy 
from that state. He graduated in 1896, 
and was commissioned a lieutenant of In- 
fantry. He served in that arm until he 
was promoted to be a general officer. 

Prior to the World War, General Nolan 
served in the Santiago Campaign and was 
recommended for brevets to the ranks of 
First Lieutenant and Captain. He has 
recently been awarded citation stars for 
gallantry in action against Spanish forces 
at Point Arbolitus, Cuba, May 12, 1898, 
and again at Santiago, July 1, 1898. Gen- 
eral Nolan, also served in the Philippine 
Insurrection as a Major of Cavalry, par- 
ticipating in active operations from June, 
1899, to January, 1900. He was a member 
of the War Department General Staff from 
1903 to 1906, and from 1915 until the out- 
break of war. 

General Nolan sailed for France on the 
Staff of General Pershing on May 28, 1917, 
as Chief of the Intelligence Service of the 
A.E.F, which post he held throughout 
the war. He was successively promoted 
Lieutenant Colonel, Colonel and Brigadier 
General. Accompanying the First Army 
during the Neuse-Argonne offensive in 
order to observe the operations of the In- 
telligence Service, he was assigned at the 
request of the Commanding General, 28th 
Division, on September 28, 1918, to com- 
mand the 55th Brigade of that Division, 
then actively engaged in the Aire Valley. 
After this engagement, on October 8, 1918, 
he returned to his Intelligence Duties and 
later served with the Peace Commission 
in Paris. 

General Nolan was awarded the Distin- 
guished Service Cross and the Distinguished 
Service Medal for his World War service. 
He also received the following decorations 
from foreign governments: Commander of 
the Legion of Honor (France); Croix de 
Guerre, (France) ; Commander of the Or- 
der of the Bath (Great Britain): Com- 
mander of the Order of the Crown (Italy) ; 
Commander of the Order of the Crown 
(Belgium); Medal of La _ Solidaridad, 
(Panama). 

Since his return to the United States 
from France, General Nolan has been a 
student at the Army War College, Direc- 
tor of the Intelligence Course at the Army 
War College, Assistant Chief of Staff, G-2, 
in charge of the Military Intelligence Divi- 
sion of the War Department General Staff, 
commander of the Second Field Artillery 
Brigade, Commander of the Second Divi- 
sion. and Assistant Chief of Staff, G-4, 
in charge of the Supply Division of the 
General Staff. It will be noted that Gen- 
eral Nolan has served in the Infantry, Cav- 
alry, and Artillery. 

Colonel Caldwell is at present stationed 
at Fort Des Moines, Iowa, in command of 
the 14th Cavalry. He was born in New 
York, November 8, 1866, and was appointed 
te the Military Academy from Wisconsin. 
He graduated in 1890 and was commis- 
sioned a Lieutenant of Cavalry. 

Prior to the World War, Colonel Cald- 
well served with this arm and in the In- 
snector General’s Department. During the 
Spanish American War he was Lieutenant 
Colonel of the Fourth Wisconsin Infantry. 

At the time of this country’s entrance 
into the World War, Colonel Caldwell, then 
a Lieutenant Colonel, was on duty as As- 
sistant Department Inspector, Western 
Department. He remained in the Inspector 
General’s Department as Colonel and Briga- 
dier General, until May 13, 1918, inspect- 
ing the mobilization camps and troops. He 
was then assigned to command of the 75th 
Infantrv Brigade of the 38th Division at 
Camp Shelby. Mississippi. He later com- 
manded the 83d and 84th Infantry Brigades 
of the 42d Division with the Army of Oc- 
cupation in Germany. 

Since his return to the United States,

FINAL SECTIONS OF R. O. 
REVISED REGULATIONS 


[The ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL is print- 
ing, starting with the issue of September 20 
and continuing in each subsequent issue, a 
complete copy of the Revised Regulations 
for the O. R. C. Questions with respect to 
these regulations will be answered by us.— 
Editor.) 


15. RANK.—Unless special assignment is made 
by the President under the provisions of the 119th 
Article of War, all officers in the active service 
of the United States in any grade shal] take 
rank according to date. which, in the case of an 
officer of the Regular Army, is that stated in his 
commission or letter of appointment, and, in the 
ease of a Reserve officer or an officer of the 
National Guard called into the service of the 
United States, shall precede that on which he is 
placed on active duty by a period equal to the 
total length of active servic? which he may have 
whieh called cr any 
higher grade. When dates of rink are the same, 
precedence shall be determined by length of active 
commissioned service in the Army. When length 
of such service is the same, officers of the Regular 
Army shall take rank among themselves according 
to their places on the promotion list, preceding 
Reserve and National Guard officers of the same 
date of rank and length of service. who shall 
take rank among themselves according to age. 
(Section 127a, National Defense Act.) 

16. CHANGE OF STATUS.—Notification of 
any change of commissioned or warrant officer 
status in the National Guard of a Reserve officer 
will be made to the Adjutant General by tix 
Chief, Militia Bureau, upon the receipt of which 
notification, the Adjutant General will make the 
necessary adjustment in the Reserve status, with- 
out application from the individual concerned. 

17. SEPARATION FROM NATIONAL GUARD 
SERVICE.—a. A Reserve officer who is a com- 
missioned officer of the National Guard, upon 
separation from National Guard service, may upon 
the approved recommendation of the Corps Area 
Commander be tendered, without application, an 
appointment in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, under 
paragraph 9 of A.R. 140-5. 

A Reserve officer who is a member of 
the National Guard. upon separation from the 
National Guard will report that fact to The 
Adjutant General through channels to include the 
State Adjutant General, the Corps Area Com- 
mander and the Chief, Militia Bureau. Any rec- 
ommendation as to the assignment of such Reserve 
officers will be made by indorsement in forwarding 
the report. 

18. DISCHARGE FROM THE OFFICERS’ 
RESERVE CORPS.—tThe provisions of Section 37 
of the National Defense Act that any Reserve 
officer may be discharged at any time in the 
discretion of the President apply to a Reserve 
officer who is also a member of the National 
Guard, in so far as his Reserve commission is 
concerned. 

19. RECORDS—BVY WHOM MAINTATNED.— 
Records of Reserve officers who are members of 
the Natiofial Guard will be maintained as follows: 

a. By The Adjutant General. 
(1) Full name, grade, section, age, ad- 
dress, assignment, jurisdiction and record of 
service of each officer. 
(2) Records pertaining to appointment, 
transfer, promotion and separation from the 
service of each officer. 
(3) Records pertaining to the Classifica- 
tion, efficiency and assignment of all officers 
designated for mobilization duties other than 
with the National Guard or under a Corps 
Area Commander or Chief of Branch. 
(4) Records of officers not reappe.nted. 
b. Records maintained by Chiefs of Branches. 
Chiefs of branches will maintain records pertaining 
to the classification, efficiency and assigninent ct 
all Reserve officers designated for mobilization 
duties under the Chief of Branch. 

ce. Records maintained at Corps Area Head- 
quarters : 

(1) Full name, grade, section, age, date 
of appointment, date of acceptance and ad- 
dress of each Reserve officer who is a member 
of the National Guard of the Corps Area. 

(2) Records vertaining to the classification 
and efficiency of all such Reserve officers. 

(3) Records pertaining to the assignment 
of such Reserve officers as may be designated 
for mobilization duties under ihe Corns Area 
Commander other than duties with the Na- 
tional Guard. 

20. DISPOSITION OF RECORDS.—When a 
Reserve officer who is a member of the National 
Guard becomes separated from the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps for any reason, the Corns Area 
Commander concerned will forward to The Ad- 
jutant General for file, such part only of the 
individual 201 records as is of a commendatory 
or a derogatory nature which is not ef record in 
The Adjutant General’s office and which would 
be of value in determining action of a future 
application from the former officer for appointment. 
Among records not to be forwarded to The Ad- 
jutant General’s office are A.G.O. Forms 761 and 
423a, and copies of letters sent out by The 
Adjutant General’s office. 

21. ABSENCE FROM THE UNITED STATES. 
—tThe War Department desires that every Reserve 
officer traveling in a foreign country report in 
person or by letter his presence and address to 
the nearest United States Military Attache.

The unusually large loadings for November 
would indicate another banner month when the 
income statements are made public. Samuel 0O. 
Dunn, Editor of the Railway Age, says that every 
sign continues to indicate a business in 1925 
which will largely exceed all records. 

The banking situation remains little changed. 
There has recently been some increase in circula- 
tion of Federal Reserve bank notes, a development 
that is criticised in some quarters as being un- 
necessary. The supply of credit far exceeds the 
demand, and interest rates consequently are low. 
The banks and private investors for a number of 
months have eagerly sought all available invest- 
ments for the employment of their excess funds. 
The recent Treasury offering of $200,000,000 4 
per cent., 30-year bonds resulted in subscrip- 
tions of over $500,000,000. Incidentally, this is 
the first long term financing of the Treasury since 
October, 1922, and indicates that in the opinion 
of Secretary Mellon, interest rates have approxi- 
mately touched bottom and cannot be expected to 
go lower. In other words, despite the heavy de- 
mand for investments, bond prices are probably 
very close to their highs. 

The stock market has the appearance of having 
run away with itself and is in dangerous territory. 
The rails, all things considered, are in the bet- 
ter position, but even here it might not be a bad 
idea, for those who are contemplating purchasing, 
to wait for a reaction. 

Business fortunately has not run away with it- 
self in the manner of the stock market. Expan- 
sion in the major industries is quite noticeable, 
but it is along sound lines. The collapse follow- 
ing the boom of 1920 is still too fresh in mind 
to deliberately invite another such catastrophe. 

One of the most dependable signs of increasin 
business activity is the strength in iron and stee 
prices. There is a definite upward trend there, 
the first for over a year, although production has 
been gaining steadily since last July. 

Strength in the prices of other commodities, 
also, indicates increasing demand. Copper has 
reached a level above 14 cents a pound and is 
at the highest of the year. Exports of the metal 
for the first nine months totaled 796,169,920 
pounds, compared with 567,689,920 for the corre- 
sponding period of last year, ah increase of 
more than 40 per cent. The total sales abroad 
for the year will exceed 1,000,000,000 pounds 
and will be close to the record for all times, 
namely, that of 1917, when the foreign consump- 
tion was unusual on account of war requirements. 

The gains made within the last three or four 
months, and even more recently, by the farming 
industry, is perhaps the most important economic 
development of the year. Last June when aver- 
age prices were the lowest point of the present 
year, wheat and other breadstuffs showed an ad- 
vance of only 37 per cent. over August, 1914, 
while other commodities were 555 per cent. 
higher. Since that time the upturn in grain prices 
has brought the purchasing power of the farmer 
up to practically that of the country at large. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics estimates that the 
present day purchasing power of the farmer is 
over 95 per cent. of that of all other groups. 

Even the textile industry, which up until rec- 
ently has m in the throes of severe depression, 
is picking up. Working hours have been in- 
creased generally and in a few cases, the Amer- 
ican Woolen Company being an example, prices 
have been advanced. 

The average of all commodities advanced nearly 
2% per cent. during November, according to 
Dun’s Index. Prices are now at the highest avy- 
erage since January, 1921. Compared with June 
1, of this year, the advance has been 7% per 
cent., and compared with a year ago, of 3% 
per cent. 

Business failures during November were the 
smallest of any corresponding month since 1920. 
The total was 653, with liabilities of $31,123,910, 
compared with 1696 and $36,098,804 in October. 
Normally commercial failures increased in Novem- 
ber over October. 

Freight loadings, for the last week reported, 
continued to top the 1,000,000-mark, a new high 
record in freight traffic for this season of the 
year. The bulk of the season’s grain shipments 
are passed and the fact that loadings are still in 
excess of 1,000,000 cars weekly, is very encourag- 
ing from the standpoint of business. October net 
for the Class 1 railroads set a new high record 
for any month since the war. The net operat- 
ing income totaled $127,105,100. This exceeds 
October, 1923, by $23,329,400. The return for 
the month was at the annual rate of 5.91 per 
cent. on tentative valuation. This excellent show- 
ing was made on gross income of $572,600,000, 
compared with $587,914,000 in the same month 
last year. The decline of about 2.9 per cent. in 
gross was offset in the savings accomplished 
through more economical operation. 

Operating expenses for the month were 9.4 per 
cent. under the same month last year. Net oper- 
ating income for the first ten months was $805,- 
075,000, compared with $826,616,250 for the 
same period of last year.
